A review of the (Final) Office action dated 06/17/2004 in light of the Appeal brief filed by the applicant on 1 1/15/2004 and the 
art of record, in particular, claim 20 being not rejected nor indicated allowable has resulted that the number of claims being rejected 
and listed in the mentioned Office action is not corrected.
